One mineral Is soft or hard, useful or 
ornaraentaJ, as compared %vlth Both 
Ice. wa'tein, steam, are only qualities of 
a familiar liquid matter. The animal 
matter possesses abler and a wider 
range of qualities. We perceive life to 
a gnxUor extent, what we call oon- 
•cJous-ness appears, yet this we judge 
of by making comparisons, and It is 
etui the-qualities of matter we per- 
ceive. 
"The form which matter assumes 


passes away—takes another form, and 
all we have observed te the qualities i't 
manJfcst.;d. 
In 
man 
we find the 
thinker, a lusher consciousness! Incar- 
nated, and we still observe the quali- 
ties. 
They are not the qualities • of 
the mineral, ve-getaible or lower animal 
only to a limited extent, but now ore 
qualities which are relative In man aa 
a thinking being, and we compare this 
or that man. nation o?r race, as they 
are developed. w« say In qualities per- 
taining to a hljther conscdouflneae or 
spirit.

"AH that we can knonv of Spirit or 


tho one consciousness In all Nature 
must be through some manifestation 
In master As men fall to see any thing 
but matter they are to that degree ma- 
tcrlallsts 


"We know matter simply by com- 


parison with other mattor and we call 
these comparisons- The qualities it 
presents, and all these are relative. 
One mineral Is sort or hard, useful or 
ornamental, as compared with _another. 
Ice. water, steam, arc only qualities of 
a familiar liquid matter. The animal 
matter possesses abler and a wider 
lange of qualities. \Ve perceive life to 
a greater extent, what we call con- 
sciousness appears, yet this we judge 
of by maklnfr comparisons, and It Is 
Btl!l the ^ qualities of matter we per- 


"The form which matter (assumes 
passes away — takes another form, and 
all we have observed is the qualities it 
manlfesttnl. 
In 
man 
we find the 
thinker, a higher consciousness. Incar- 
nated, and we atlll observe the quall- 
tlfs. 
They are not the qualities of 
the mineral, vegetable or lower animal 
only to a limited extent, but now are 
qualities which are relative In man as 
a thinking being, and we compare this 
or that nun. nation or race, as they 
are developed. w« say In qualities per- 
taining to a hlKher consciousness or 
spirit. 


"We then Judge men «a being Ignor- 
ant. undeveloped, savage, or we »ay 
they are active, passionate, forcetul, or 
twre «p*ak of them spiritual and wise. 
But we are to remember that these are 
only relative, the ignorant and savage 
to only by comparison, the spiritual and 
wise is only so by comparison with 
these less so. and In '.his we have the 
bast* of the l&w of charity and brother- 
hood, for all spirit In consciousness j>ro- 
• ceedln* from the one spirit. In our *oul. 
Is* manifesting as Ufe in Its myriad 
form*. 
"The qualities It manifests mark Ha 
evolution. In man they mark his evo- 
lution. and do not ntcrp with him as

Advances Soma Notable 


Argument*. 


Tribune— Sir: rlea*e permit me 


to reply briefly to the arguments in an ar- 
ticle on suffrage, by Adeline Knapp. which 
•was pr.'ntefi in your columns August 1st. 


In the casu of a professional writer, it 


may b« but a matter or business to voice 
or report with impartiality and with equal 
•kill arguments upon any side of a givon 
question. But in' this caeo I am anxious 
to lend my feebfc effort to controvert In 
the minds of readers the 
reasoning, 


and to po'nt out the false premises, In the 
«rtlcle abo'vc mentioned. 


The writer quoted concede* that there is 


Jn California seemingly a strong current 
of popular opinion in favor of equality in 
euffragc rights for women, and expresses 
the opinion that amendment eleven is 
quite iikely to carry. But she expresses 
»l«o various pessimistic fears as to the rc- 
eults. 
t>ay.s. 


"Not all women desire it," she 


"there ls> a large- body that do not 


believe they could govern any butter than- 
the men arc doing. The belief of some 
women In the my.stioal power of the ba:- 
2ot would be funny were it not pathetic." 


It cannot, bo too oficn nor too earnestly 


reiterated that to enable them to govern 
the 
not 


women. I contend that they work a hard-] 
ship and a wrong to women as a whole. 
The suffragist iv Struggling for no per- 


privilege1 and advantage: she la 


striving to bring ail women into full hu- 
man fellowship. 
• "The ballot Is not a cure-all," says this 
wrltft-. and quotes a large meeting of 
worklngmen in hard times whose ballots 
had not helped them. 


Is that so? Would their condition, have 


been better or as good If they- toad been 
a disfranchised body? 


It I.i not true that "independent women" 


are a, very small class among women. It 
is even1 shown, in our large cities, that 
thousand* upon thousands of women sup- 
port not only themselves, but men who 
are dependent upon- them. leaving out 
of consideration older women and-chil- 
dren, who are to supported. As to tnc 
statement that "the wife docs not parr, 
her living, she is dependent,, she only 
shares," and for th's reason, because she 
is a dependent being, should have no 
vote, this is a matter permitting a widely 
different Interpretation of the thought 
ami conditions of thi« age. 


This effort for equal suffrage Is precise- 


ly the effort that Is now being made to 
render the -women of our community not 
dependent, a something counted inferior, 
a. nonentity hanging on and attached to 
the masculine element, a. sort of mental 
and social parasite, ignored and despised 
as a factor In the affairs of the race. It 
is the effort to secure to women also the 
human rights to individuality, indepen- 
dence, si*, men are independent, social and 
political recognition as factors of value, 
and not to be ignored In making up the 
sum of things. 


And there are higher laws sometimes 


than the written ones. When men were 
still legally authorized to beat their wives 
with sticks (hey had ceased to do so. 
And now, while they arc not legally re- 
minded that their wives have actually 
earned what they receive, yet they are 
acknowledging the fact.

However, iMIss Knapp concedes that

fcptter work than either alone can ever ac- 
complish," and- this Is- the very utmost 
that any suffragist contends for. 


Hut Jliss Knapp further Intimates that 


*ach rex, after all, has its own work, anel 
that "govcrnm*nt" pertains to man. So 
Jt docs— the government of himself. 'And 


with a woman self government 


wife as a mental and moral equal will 


learn to readjust his Ideas as to her indus- 
trial inferiority and that of other wo- 
men. 
When a man hires his son, or some oth- 


er man's «orr, to help him In his work, and 
pays him from his salary which he, him- 
self, has- received, does he not regard that 
son as an independent Industrial factor. 
who has legitimately earned a salary? In 
the case of a woman, a wife, a daughter, 
or somebody else's daughter, Miss- Itnapp 
sees a case of a "dependent, who merely 
fc-harcs what the man earns, but herself 
does1 not •earn anything." 


But in this case, as in many others, 


what is not true of the man in a given 
case Irr the same cose Is not true of, tho 
woman. And the fact remains that in- 
dustrially, socially, personally and above 


•ers of a race shall not be self governed? 
This Is the doctrine that is such prepos- 
terous foll'y, and for the- volume and page 
3n nature's book wherein It Is sot forth, 
there Is now a. decided demand. 


"Government," proceeds' the writer, "is 


by no means the highest human function. 
•"Woman's real work Is more for tho per- 
fection of the race, type." But what can 
she do to perfect the.race typo before she 
has perfected her o'wn Individual type? 
'Before she has become complete, respon- 
sible, rational, coequal, Interdependent co- 
•ccjuaily, and above all self governed? 


Personal character may indeed bo the 


highest aim. and It is precisely in the In- 
terests of personal character and of the 
advance of the woman half of mankind 
thai equality In self government for wo- 
man Is needed. 
"There are scientific reasons why It Is 


not politic for one-half the race to at- 
tempt the work of tho other half, even, 
•when that work is badly done." 


Government In America is not primarily 


the government of other people. "The 
lights of Man" and the "Age of "Reason" 
wore- written anxl assimilated lo! the*'© 
many years agone. Government In Amer- 
ica is essentially self government. Under 
a democracy, and In a republic, it Is In no 
w!so politic for one-half the race, nor 
for one-halt the people to attempt the 
work of the other half, i. e., the self gov- 
ernment rightfully devolving upon that 
other half. 


It Is not proposed to take anything from 


man1 to bemo'w upon woman, nor to put 
lilm In turn Into the position of ward and 
protege, to bo legislated for by woman- 
kind. Tho right of a woman to be self 
governed does not Involve that.

We <who have never had to deal 
with 'these inon m»y b» vory willing to 
epeak of them as being great men; but 
when we come to Question those who 
have labored tor them we may find 
thorn holding a different opinion.
